Ladies  and  Gentlemen^ 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  twenty-fifth  Annual  Report 
of  the  District  of  Milnrow,  and  shall  commence  by  placing  before 
you  the  General  Statistics  from  which  this  report  is  formed. 

Population 

The  estimated  population  for  1953  is  8 535  with  an  acreage  of 

5,194, 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  is  £53,390  and  the  sum 
represented  by  the  penny  rate  is  £211, 


The  population  is  industrial  and  is  occupied  mainly  with  cotton 
spinning,  the  engineering  trade  and  the  wool  trade,  none  of  which  has 
any  peculiar  influence  on  the  public  health.

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  ninth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 

During  the  year  12-2  bedrooms,  18-3  bedroom  houses,  2-1  bedroom 
flats,  2-2  bedroom  flats  and  3  bungalows  have  been  completed  by  the  Council 
and  4  **  3  bedroom  houses  buit  by  the  Lancashire  County  Constabulary, 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  houses  in  course  of  construction; 

36-2  bedroom  and  10  -  3  bedroom,- 

The  number  of  applicants  at  the  end'  of  the  year  was  338,  made  up  as  follows

The  Manchester  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee  has  now  installed  apparatus 
for  recording  the  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere.  This  has  been  sited  in  the 
grounds  of  the  pumping  station,  Butterworth  Hall,  The  report  issued  includes  the 
recordings  for  2  months  only,  during  these  two  months  the  records  of  the  district 
compare  very  favourably  with  other  areas. 

One  of  the  greatest  factors  contributing  to . Atmospheric  Pollution  is  the 
domestic  firegrate. 

The  greater  number  of  firegrates  in  the  district  are  not  of  the  approved 
smoke  consuming  type  and  still  pour  their  waste  produots  into  the  atmosphere, 
also  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  installation  of  all  night  burning  apparatus 
is  aggravating  the  issue,  waste  products  being  discharged  into  the  atmosphere  for 
24  hour's  per  day. 

It  is  hoped  that  more  approved  types  of  grates  will  be  installed  in  the  older 
type  of  property  an!  every  effort  made  to  reduce  the  pollution. 

Much  still  requires  to  be  done  to  improve  the  cleanliness  of  food.  Many 
foods  not  packed  are  still  exposed  for  sale  in  places  open  to  contamination.  If 
the  elementary  principles  of'  hygiene  were  carried  out  a  great  improvement  would 
be  effected. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  improve  conditions  in  every  sphere  of  Public 
Health,  but  until  the  full  co-operation  of  the  public  is  obtained  the  full  fruits 
of  this  work  will  not  be  realised,

The  result  of  three  examinations  proved  to  he  unsatisfactory.  The  drainage 
to  the  house  was  repaired  and  altered,  the  well  cleaned  out  and  the  walls  lined. 
The  result  of  the  two  further  samples  was  satisfactory. 

Of  the  31W-  houses  of  the  district  2,932  are  supplied  from  the  mains.  The 
houses  not  receiving  mains  water  are  those  scattered  throughout  the  district 
where  a  water  main  is  not  available,  and  are  farm  cottages  and  small  hamlets.
